130 audiometer tests 
to determine the percentage of hearing ability were done 
in the schools. 5 pupils were found to have a hearing 
loss. | , 

The specialized services made available to the com- 
munity were Crippled Children’s Clinics, Pediatric Clinics, 
Cardiac Clinics, Mental Hygiene Clinics and Chest X-ray 
Diagnostic Clinics. 7 home visits have been made in.the 
interest of Clinic patients. 

This coming year, through a redistribution of towns 
assigned to the nurse, each town will have a Public Health 
Nurse responsible for services offered to the Community. 
This should mean that in your town, with the cooperation 
of an organized group.of citizens interested in health 
problems, you can have a program that will more nearly 
meet the needs of the community. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
Town Officials, School Personnel and Health Officer for 
their assistance in making this program available to the 
community.

FIRE PREVENTION CONTROL LAWS 
Passed in 1949 


Slash and Brush Disposal. The responsibility for 
slash or brush disposal rests entirely on whoever “cuts, 
causes or permits to cut’ forest growth. Such slash or 
brush must be moved back 50 feet from the shoulder or 
pavement of any public highway or road and 25 feet from 
utility right of ways. On complaint, if a real fire hazard 
exists, slash and brush must be removed 25 feet from 
forest growth of an adjoining landowner and 100 feet 
from dwellings. 

All slash and brush shall be removed the required 
distance within 30 days after cutting, or 30 days after 
being notified to remove it. 

A violator of this section is liable to a fine of $100 or 30 
days imprisonment, or both. He is liable to the same fine 
and imprisonment every 30 days following his violation 
until the slash and brush is cleared back the required 
distance. 

Another section of the same act requires that slash 
and brush resulting from the construction and maint- 
enance of highways and utility rights of ways shall be 
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removed from these areas by burning or hauling away. 
Burning must comply with that section of the law cover- 
ing burning permits which follows: 

Burning Permits. It is unlawful for any person to 
kindle a fire for purposes of clearing land or burning logs 
or stumps, roots, brush, slash, fields of dry grass, pasture, 
and blueberry land except when the ground is covered 
with snow, without first obtaining a written permit. Per- 
mits are issued by the town forest fire wardens. A permit 
is necessary for any person to burn, even on his own land. 
A burning permit does not relieve the person of legal 
responsibility if the fire is allowed to escape or causes 
damage to property of another. 

Town or Private Dumps. Any dump established and 
maintained for disposal of rubbish or debris of any nature 
which might help start or spread a forest fire shall observe 
the following prevention measures: A cleared strip 10 
feet wide to mineral soil on all sides of the dump; a 100 
foot strip outside this mineral soil area where inflammable 
material such as grass, weeds, brush and slash must be 
removed. Dead trees and limbs of evergreen trees up to 
. a height of 10 feet from the ground shall also be removed 
from this 100 foot strip. Dumps with a large, constant, 
supply of water nearby may be exempted from these 
provisions by the town and state forest fire wardens if 
they believe the water supply is sufficient for protection 
purposes.

ASSETS 

The cash balance of $2,195.92 at February 16, 1949, 
which was in agreement with the records of the Treasurer, 
was reconciled with the bank statement of the First 
National Bank of Belfast. 

The receipts as issued by the Treasurer and the de- 
posits were analyzed and it was ascertained that all cash 
recorded as received had been deposited in the bank in 
accordance with the provisions of the Statutes. 

All warrants as issued by the Selectmen were proper- 
ly authorized and had been paid in full. 

The taxes receivable totaled $1,634.26 at the year 
end. Of this amount, $1,064.47 represented the current 
year’s uncollected taxes. The warrant of commitment, 
which was properly signed, was added and found to be 
in agreement with the records of the Assessors. Cash col- 
lections, properly authorized abatements and discounts 
accounted for approximately 93% of the 1948 assessment 
charged to the Tax Collector. The detail of taxes receiv- 
able is presented on Schedules A-10 and A-11. 

It was ascertained that the Tax Collector had secured 
all unpaid 1947 taxes which had been assessed against 
real estate with tax liens. All recorded cash collections 
were traced to the credit of the individual accounts and 
all unredeemed tax liens on file were examined. 

Requests for verification were mailed to a represen- 
tative number of taxpayers whose accounts were unpaid 
at the close of the year. If any variations are noted as a 
result of these verifications, the proper Municipal Officers 
will be notified. 
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LIABILITIES 

During the year notes outstanding were reduced 
$1,500.00. The total notes payable at the year end was 
$4,500.00. 


SURPLUS 

The unappropriated surplus of $556.43 at the end of 
the year as compared to a deficit of $927.47 at February 
16, 1948 reveals a net change of $1,483.90. The major 
item contributing to this change was the reduction in out- 
standing notes. 


TRUST FUND 

One cemetery perpetual care fund of $300.00 was 
received during the year and was invested in U. 8S. Bonds, 
Series G. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 

A statement of revenue and expenditures is presented 
in this report. From this statement it will be noted that the 
revenue totaled $380,650.20 and that the expenditures for 
the year totaled $28,892.35. 


GENERAL 

The 1948 excise tax receipts numbered 13563 to 
13708 and those for 1949 numbered 17751 to 17755 and 
17501 to 17542 were verified by examination of the copies 
of the receipts retained by the Collector. 

The overlay of $607.64 was within the legal limit of. 
5% of the appropriations, plus State and County taxes. 

The corporate surety bond furnished by the Treas- 
urer and Tax Collector appeaared to be adequate. 

The school balances according to the Selectmen’s 
records were in agreement with the Superintendent of 
schools report as Shown in the town report. 
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RECOMMENDATION 

The following recommendation appears to be worthy 

of consideration by the Municipal Officials. 

(1) That, the school committee approve the school 
invoices before being presented for payment in 
accordance witth the provisions of Chapter 37, 
Section 78, Paragraph 2, of the Revised Stat- 
utes of 1944.
